The | 
prectieability end efficiency of thie plan may be said to have beea some | 
me see catablished. 

4. To substitute a fen blower for the ordinary draft of the chimney. 
This is rendered partly necessary by the adoption of the plan just men- | 
tioned of applying the vapour to the fire, which is found to interfere with | 
the deaft; of, rather, that a much greater supply of air is required when | 
the vapour is used, to keep up both the combustion of the fire itself and | 
the @ prodacte while p aq slong the tubes of the boiler. The 
removal of the large apright funnel, rendered useless by the adoption of | 
the fan-blewer, offers several most important advantages to seagoing | 
steamers, such as doing away with ite ebetruction to the vessel's way in a |

A less ob- 
jee towable method appears to be to place & masa of incombustible noa- 
conductiog mation, such as fire-bricks, at the farther end of the Gre- place, 
wpon which the Gre may ploy, and raise it te a bigh tempermure. The 
sides and upper part of this mase should not be ia contact with any part 
of the boiler, the fre being kept ap by blest, obstruction to the draft is
